Instead, it has been a very rewarding ex- 
perience, made more enjoyable by the unprecedented cooperation 
of the class in filling out and returning questionnaires, with the 
many accompanying personal notes. If we have made mistakes 
regarding the age or sex of your children, or have not included 
the pictures which you submitted, or have listed your address 
as the house you sold last year, please understand that the mid- 
night oil occasionally burned weakly. And if you derive some 
pleasure from the following pages in discovering how the class 
of 1942 stacks up after ten years, then our job has been more than 
worth while.

REPORT ON THE MEMORIAL INSURANCE PROGRAM 


The condition of our Memorial Insurance Fund is basically 
strong but currently somewhat weaker than it should be. Approxi- 
mately 75 percent of all the policies are completely paid up and 
all the policies originally taken out have been kept in force, 
despite the fact that premiums have not been paid in some years. 
Thus, every original subscriber has a continuing opportunity to 
participate in the insurance program, and as a class, we have 
every opportunity to meet our goal of at least a $100,000.00 gift 
to Princeton in 1962. 

Policies have been kept in force by using the dividends accruing 
to the Class from the New York Life Insurance Company. In 
each of the last two years, however, the number of unpaid pre- 
miums on the lst of June has been larger than in the past. In 
June 1951, for example, 30 percent of the 1942 Memorial Insur- 
ance policy holders did not pay their premiums. But for the 
first time, we were not able to cover these delinquencies out of 
dividends. We had to borrow the extra funds that were needed. 
We must make up these delinquencies so that no individual policy 
will be allowed to lapse. 

Obviously, then, we need continuous support for this policy 
from every policy holder. In addition, however, we need supple- 
mentary support from (1) those who took out a policy in 1942 
but find themselves able to increase the amount of their yearly 
contribution and (2) those who did not take out a policy originally 
but would like to have a part in the Memorial Insurance Program 
now. If you could help, drop me a line (Red Acre Road, S. Acton, 
Mass.) and let me know. 

Enough of the problems. Our class has lots to be proud of, 
including the widespread and generous support given to Mem- 
orial Insurance. I want to thank you personally for your support. 
I know that we will more than meet our goal by the time our 
20th Reunion rolls around.

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THE CLASS OF 1942 


(Reprinted from the June 12, 1952 “Princeton Tiger”) 


Did you know that 1942 is the best class in Princeton history? 
You didn’t? 


Well, it was news to us, too—but that’s what it said in a letter 
we received from the class secretary. His name is Frank Judson. 
The letter is prefaced with a small warning: “I myself am so 
prejudiced that I might get carried away completely.” His pro- 
phecy comes true. 


In the fall of 1938, the freshmen of *42 accomplished two 
notable feats. 674 of them showed up for registration, tying *36 
for the university record. A few weeks later, 42 became the last 
class to charge up Brokaw Hill after the cane spree—which 
accounts for the number of lame-ducks in their ranks and for the 
loss of a Princeton tradition. 


The *42ers also had a Dick Kazmaier, but they called him Bob 
Peters. Peters was Captain of the Varsity football team and, in 
the 1939 Army game, threw the longest completed pass of football 
history—69 yards. He sparked the team to its fourth straight vic- 
tory over Yale, something never done before. And when Yale 
showed up to play baseball in his Junior year, Peters (who had 
tried out for the team after his exams) blasted two home runs. 


Bob Peters wasn’t enough, of course, so °42 put up some other 
members to break some more athletic records. Bud Rose collected 
the most Varsity P’s ever before earned, getting nine for himself 
and thereby topping Ken Fairman’s previous record of eight. 
Ed Burrowes was on the track team for only two years, but he 
broke the world’s record for the half-mile in the process. Elmo 
Weisheit led the lacrosse team to a national championship, the 
late Bill MacCoy piloted the baseball team to the EIL title, Jake 
Slonaker helped give the soccer team the Middle Atlantic Title, 
Pete Rothermel and the 150-pound gridders retired the Sanford 
Trophy, the 150-pound crew headed by Butch Mason topped the 
East—well, you get the idea. 


World War II was going on at the time, and the Class of °42 
sent almost 600 of its 674 members into military service. Twenty- 
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four of them lost their lives in combat, one of whom was Eric 
Fisher Wood, Jr. Trapped, in the Battle of the Bulge, behind the 
enemy lines, he conducted what amounted to a one-man-war 
against the Germans. He was denied the Congressional Medal of 
Honor because there were no living eye-witnesses to tell of what 
he had done. But when his body was finally found, it was sur- 
rounded by seven dead of the enemy. 


Since graduation, the class has been keeping up the fireworks 
of its reputation. ’42 authors are John (The Big Wheel) Brooks, 
one-time Chairman of The Daily Princetonian, and Peter Putnam. 
Keep Your Head Up, Mr. Putnam is the title of the book which 
the author (now a faculty-member in the History Department) 
wrote concerning his blindness, the result of an accident here 
at Princeton. 


At °42’s fifth reunion, the Yale baseball game was about to 
start when there suddenly appeared from the skies a helicopter 
bearing the Class Baby, Woody Rutter, who was delivered gently 
into the center of the diamond. The stunt threw the stands into a 
panic and such future activities into prohibition. “Last year,” 
writes Judson, ‘‘we did the thing in reverse, when a loyal class- 
mate made a balloon ascension from in front of the reviewing 
stand at the ball game.” May he rest in peace. 


Financially, too, the Class does things unheard of. In 1949, 
because of an economically well-run Reunion, they actually 
returned to each sender what they didn’t need—$2 of the dues; 
Princeton men like this are scarce in government, God bless ’em. 


This is the class of which Dewey Bartlett was President, the 
class which now appears on the Princeton campus for its tenth. 
Reunion. What kind of a class is it that Bartlett was running? 
Princeton’s greatest? It depends, of course, on what you mean 
by “great.” But if “great” means “exciting,’ “amazing,” 
“record-breaking,” or just plain “different,” ‘42 is it. - END

Dear Jerry: 

This to you, partly to help us consolidate our memories of 
reunions and of the warm, happy times working together, and 
partly to review the thoughts and plans which went into 1942’s 
Revival Reunion in 752. 

Planning for *42’s Tenth Reunion, I recall, began over a year 
ahead. The Revival Reunion theme (gay nineties), including cos- 
tume, was set before summer’s end. It had also been resolved that 
every effort be made to hold the cost down to $25.00 and still 
produce a week-end worthy of 42 and of a tenth reunion. Herein 
lies the crux of the remaining ten months’ efforts: i.e. the theme 
and the cost. Meetings were held, as you well recall, at frequent 
intervals throughout the year. Two individuals were indispensable 
‘to the chairman with regard to both ideas and personal labor: 
Bud Vivian and Jerry Horton (that’s you!). Bud, as class Presi- 
dent, did everything at any and all times, from persuading Buzzer 
Hall to speak to helping on the Saturday morning cleanup detail. 
You, as Co-Chairman for Headquarters (anyone present will back 
those arrangements as superb) ranged far and wide over the 
entire planning picture, pushing your time, brain, and brawn 
‘far beyond the most hectic demands. Herb Bailey took on the 
thankless job of treasurer and when last seen was still writing 
checks. Frank Judson planned and ordered the costumes, buying 
them direct from a knitting mill which took great interest in the 
project and at a great saving to us. He was ably assisted by John 
Mohn in the procurement of the hats. And so it went with hitches, 
delays, cold chills, etc., of course, but steadily building and plan- 
ning, and changing throughout the Fall and Winter. We wanted 
a steak barbecue but couldn’t afford retail beef so Ace Bigelow 
took over the details, including a deal on meat. We wanted a 
class family party after the Yale ball game so Bob Gensler came 
to the rescue with liquor bought at wholesale, carted in by the 
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likes of Nevius, Bob Harvey, and Bud Rehm. When our original 
calliope was destroyed we located another through George Hamid 
’40, along with the hurdy-gurdy, both popular with the class and 
towns folk alike and in keeping with the theme of the reunion. 
Our gamble on a local orchestra for headquarters turned out so 
well that it is in demand from several classes for next year. 

Tom Huntington spent many hours getting the calliope in work- 
ing order, using his gasoline driven lawn-mower motor to power 
it. He also constructed enough wooden horses for table tops to 
avoid a large rental charge. Through the help of Jim Keels we 
avoided half of the chair rental by using benches and tables which 
he obtained. Again, with help from such as Keels and T. J. Sulli- 
van, we built the bar and the bandstand. We borrowed scenery 
from the Triangle Club for our seascape and bar mural (lush!). 
Mike Barrett lent strings of lights and Bob Mayer turned out to 
be an electrician extraordinary (plus a willing hand at every 
turn). Ted Williams borrowed the boardwalk chairs, the fishing 
net which served as a backdrop for the seascape, and was a con- 
stant help with the setting up of the headquarters. Gensler and 
Huntington set up the “Trailer-Beach” and mounted the calliope 
upon it. Pete Putnam lent his tandem bike, which startled P-Rade 
watchers as it roared up and down Prospect Street (King Boyd 
and Warren Greene in the saddles), and sparkled in his introduc- 
tion of Buzzer Hall. Bill Matthews must have detailed his art 
department (advertising) for weeks to produce the forest of marve- 
lous signs used in the P-Rade, and at headquarters as well. Harry 
Kalt provided the great bundles of wood for the sign poles. Fur- 
ther, for the P-Rade, the committee got official sanction from the 
University for the printing and distribution of the three verses of 
“Old Nassau.” This incidentally met with great approval from 
all classes whose members have, for countless generations, fumbled 
through the second and third verses during the singing at the ball 
game. Bud Vivian arranged for the 1903 Cadillac while Packy 
Laird volunteered the Crosley station wagon, painted orange and 
black, from which some twelve members of the class emerged in 
front of President Dodds’ reviewing stand in University Field. 
Howie White, always on hand with transportation and assistance, 
took charge of complicated P-Rade details and saved at least one 
nervous breakdown. (Who’s crazy?) 
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Jack White arranged the children’s program for Saturday- 
especially the spell-binding cowboy singer, Oscar Brand. Stoney 
Simons provided the unique hangover bar for A. M. dispensing. 
Ted Sill spent long hours lining up the prizes from classmates’ 
firms for awarding at the cocktail party; a very delightful variety 
and array. When it finally appeared that we were going in the 
hole financially Cliff Jones (with Tom Irwin and others) organized 
a raffle of those prizes, realizing almost enough to bail us out. 
Charlie Trattler Emceed the event and barked his way into a per- 
manent class job. Bill Felch organized the ’42 songsters who ap- 
peared on the program with the almost-as-good Nassoons. John 
Green lined up the P. A. system while Bob Marquardt arranged 
for the registration book, with Hank Toll creating the drawings 
used on the beer mugs, the glasses, and on the programs. The 
"42 glasses turned out to be so popular, incidentally, that only 
36 of over 700 remained on hand. 


There were many other individuals, as you remember, who did 
such an outstanding job of organizing thai credit must be given 
to them: Such as Dick Kixmiller who worked closely with the 
Regional Reps and turned up 272 of us, a number second only to 
"27s 25th; Jack Porter who arranged the easy and resounding 
defeat in soft ball, administered to the class of ’43; Rudy Schaefer 
°24 who provided us with the beer-can mugs (mailed to all and 
on hand at HQ); Stu Cooper’s dad, Clarence Cooper (honorary 
°42), who made it possible to print the three verses of “Old 
Nassau;” and finally the four best undergraduate assistants which 
we have ever had the pleasure of having with us; Ned Jannotta, 
Bud Hiser, Dan Ritter, and Dunc Wilty, whose back-breaking and 
long labors, humor and gameness made a world of difference to 
all of us.

You men in the Class of ’42 are zeally a pretty phenomenal 
bunch. We sent out 625 questionnaires to all the then known 
addressees in the total class roll of 644. Within a period of two 
months, despite Christmas and approaching Income Tax due-dates, 
you sent back a total of 462 anonymous ballots to achieve an out- 
standing 74% return of those sent out, or a figure of 72% of the 
whole class enrollment. The signed questionnaires upon which 
the biographies are based were returned in even greater numbers. 
But then, it’s about what we expected of Princeton’s Greatest. 

At the risk of sounding pedantic, your reporter will go out on 
a limb and state flatly that our sample is representative of the 
entire class. We’re all going to think that way anyhow and no- 
body can prove us wrong, so why not? In any case, we do know 
there are significant areas of correspondence with fact. For ex- 
ample, 25% of the class say they received one or more varsity 
letters and a quick count of the 1942 Nassau Herald reveals that 
24% actually did receive one or 
more letters. Our fifth yearbook 
revealed 86% of the class as vet- 
erans, and this tenth year ques- 
tionnaire shows 87%. Coincidence, 
perhaps, but at least we are not far 
from the true picture of the feelings 
and fact of *42.

ONCE A PRINCETON MAN, ALWAYS A COLLEGE BOY 


Though the entering classes are becoming younger and younger 
as the years roll on and will probably eventually reach the status 
of babes-in-arms, Princeton will never suffer from lack of enthu- 
siastic support or undergraduate spirit as long as one man in 742 
has a breath left in him. 

In view of the “spring fever riots” which took place on many 
campuses last spring, it is somewhat fortunate that ’42 is no longer 
present physically in Tigertown. When we asked which building 
the class would like to see torn down most, and if every opinion 
were to be expressed in actions, every building on the campus 
would be leveled, save the Chapel. Stanhope remained standing 
until ballot #385 when someone, with experience perhaps, re- 
membered that Stanhope housed the Proctors’ office, so down 
came Stanhope. Although almost every campus building receives 
at least one honorable mention, more than one-third of the class 
wants to tear Alexander Hall to pieces. Brown and Witherspoon 
each rates only about 10% by comparison. 


On the other side of the ledger, the building which means the 
most to us personally is Nassau Hall, which is mentioned by 
almost four out of ten. The Chapel is named by one out of ten, 
the Old Library by one out of twenty. Alexander even received 
one sentimental vote and the railroad station gets several votes, 
but no explanation was given as to whether the emotional feeling 
was strongest when arriving or departing. Individual classrooms 
are mentioned by 8% and include even the biology dissection lab. 

Twenty-two percent name various individual dormitories as 
the one building which means the most to them personally. That 
these men are not entirely sentimentalists is borne out by the fact 
that roommates and friends are ranked second only to Junior- 
Senior departmental courses as major influences upon our devel- 
opment. In the following table, “42 ranks nine factors in the 
order in which we feel they made the greatest contribution to 
our development and preparation for life after graduation.

Support is almost 
unanimous in favor 
of the University 
policy with respect 
to football. While 
98% said they 
thought the Uni- 


versity was not putting too much emphasis on football, there seems 


to be a delicate undercurrent of doubt pervading the comments 


which followed. From some classmates, such statements came 


back as: ““Am personally proud of Princeton’s postwar position 


*The extra 1% comes from an unusually avid supporter who didn’t feel 


that only two “Yes” boxes were sufficient. 
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in athletics — only hope it is an honest one,” “Providing they 
follow the policy they claim,” and “I assume it’s the same as it 
was when we were there.” Reading between the lines, it is not 
difficult to sense a certain element of questioning and tension, and 
the very fact that such points are raised by even a small minority 
might lead to the conclusion that even if the University policy is 
above reproach, certainly the alumni and the national press are 
stretching the emphasis beyond the significance it deserves. 

In summary, we are fully behind the University policy, we do 
not want scholastic standards relaxed for football or any other 
sport, we don’t want the University ever to catch bowl fever, we 
want a Kazmaier every year, we think maybe we ought to lose a 
game every now and then just for good sportsmanship, and we 
want to keep Caldwell in Princeton long enough for sons of °42 
to play under his tutelage. 

Our total experience at Princeton remains basically one of deep 
satisfaction. Exactly half of the class say they are very satisfied 
now with their total experience at Princeton, 40% express mod- 
erate satisfaction, 4% moderate dissatisfaction, 2% say they are 
very dissatisfied, and 4% remain compietely neutral. At the 
time of graduation, 93% wanted to send their sons to Princeton, 
and after our first five years in the world, 98% wanted to send 
their sons to Princeton. It might seem, then, that the degree of 
satisfaction mentioned above refers not io what the University 
has to offer but to what the individual himself is able to absorb 
and carry away with him. 

This hypothesis is carried out further in the responses to the 
question, “Did you get as much out of Princeton as you expected 
to get out of it?” Thirty-three percent report they got much more, 
44% feel they got about what they could reasonably expect, and 
23% feel they got less out of it than they 
expected. The important clue lies in the 
reasoning behind these answers, in which 
we find only 1% blaming the University or 
the system. The rest of the answers per- 
tain either to the individual’s immaturity or 
to his inability to adapt himself to one or 
another of the elements which scramble to- 
gether to make Princeton what it is. 

It should not be implied from the above 
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that we are complacent or that we have no suggestions as to how 
the University could help to make the educational exposure even 
more stimulating than it was when we were here. For example, 
when we express our views as to how Princeton education might 
have been more valuable to us, the results look like this:

Though there was not one comment which reflected any failure 
on the part of the faculty, either individually or collectively, the 
table above does definitely reveal a desire on the part of *42 to 
have been closer to the faculty. The first three items, the only 
three agreed upon by a majority of the class, calling for contacts, 
direction, and precepts emphasize this desire. The whole Class 
attitude could be reflected in the words of one classmate who 
recommended that “. . . the University foster more extracurricular 
bull session groups on academic lines to make learning more 
fun. Precepts were a step toward the right direction, but some- 
body should have thought up something new along these lines in 
the 40 years since Wilson dreamed them up.” 

We sincerely wish we could have had closer ties with the 
faculty. We realize now some of the things we might have gotten 
out of college and didn’t. The collective Class attitude can only 
be taken as a strong recommendation that the University inaugurate 
action to bridge even more this gap between student and professor. 

The argument is supplemented by the fact that considering the 
influence of all our studies, activities, and social contacts, we feel 
that we learned and developed the most in Senior year — the year 
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when most of us had our closest relationship with the faculty. 
Four out of ten of us selected Senior year, and the choice by one 
out of three for Junior year ranked that in second place. That 
we also judged these two years to be the hardest ones only bears 
out the elementary principle of physics about input equaling 
output:

As a Class and as individuals, we have received tremendous 
inspiration and encouragement throughout our period of contact 
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with Princeton. While we were undergraduates, some of us were 
helped in more material ways: 34% participated in student em- 
ployment, 26% received scholarship assistance, 18% received

student loans, and 61% went through with no outside aid. 

At our present stage in life we are just beginning to be able to 
show in a concrete manner our appreciation for the many things 
Princeton has done for us. That our hearts are strong is demon- 
strated elsewhere in this book where our records are outlined for 
Memorial Insurance and Annual Giving. Ninety-two percent of 
the Class are in full accord with the methods that Princeton is 
using to solicit for Annual Giving, and the dissenters are con- 
cerned principally with details rather than with basic policies. 
As far as personal effort is concerned, 20% of the Class report 
that they have been personally responsible for persuading one or 
more top-caliber teen age boys to come to Princeton, and many 
others have reported partial responsibility in the sense of giving 
encouragement, answering questions and providing information 
to interested applicants. 

In short, it appears certain that, as the Class develops and con- 
tinues to make its presence known in the Princeton family, the 
influence and the impact of the Class of 1942 upon Princeton will 
be felt in its fullest in the years yet to come. 
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REPUBLICAN PLUS INDEPENDENT EQUALS REPUBLICAN 


In 1947, at the time of our Fifth Reunion, the Class split 
politically as follows: 53% Republican, 34% Independent, 
12% Democratic, 1% Other. 

In 1948, our presidential voting record shows: 85% Dewey, 
11% Truman, 2% Thurmond, 1% Wallace, 1% Other. 

In 1952, we consider ourselves to be: 63% Republican, 14% 
Democratic, 22% Independent, 1-% Other. 

It is an inescapable fact that the 1947 sum total of the Repub- 
licans plus the Independents (87% in all) was only two percent 
away from our 1948 Dewey vote (85%), and the 1952 total of 
Republican and Independent votes (85%) is identical with our 
Dewey vote. The assumption might be made that a vote for Dewey 
was really a Republican Party vote, because of the fact that 
Dewey was not a strong enough candidate to attract any sizable 
number of voters because of his personal qualifications. The only 
conclusion left, then, is that the Independent voters of the Class 
of °42 will 
judge each can- 
didate on_ his 
own merits, 
weigh all the 
evidence care- 
fully, and vote 
for whatever 
candidate they 
wish, as long 
as that candi-

filled out their questionnaires, votes for Democratic candidates 
would have totaled 11%. (Princetonian Stevenson was not a 


candidate at that time.) The Republican candidates would 
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have gathered 88%, with Eisenhower (at 47%) leading Taft 
(23%) by a two to one margin. The next closest Republican was 
MacArthur with 5%, and the rest of the votes were split among 
17 candidates, including one classmate.* 

Obviously, the issues involved will play some part in the final 
selection of the next President, and many men pointed out that 
the issues that they thought would be important in the coming 
elections might be materially different than the issues that should 
be important. The following table shows the results to the ques- 


tion, “What do you feel will be the one most important issue in 
the 1952 elections?”

Be it issues or be it men, Eisenhower would probably come out 
on top if the election were left to Princeton °42. On the question 
asking for nominations for the greatest living American, Eisen- 
hower tops his nearest rival, MacArthur by a healthy two to one. 
Here’s the vote: Eisenhower 20%; MacArthur 10%; Hoover 
9%; Baruch 7%; Marshall 5%; Einstein 3%; Kazmaier-Cald- 
well 3%; John Foster Dulles 3%; Taft 2%; Acheson 2%; 40 


others, each with 1% or less 11%; No Answer 25%. 


Many brows darkened with thought at the prospect of having 
to find anyone who might qualify for the title of Greatest Living 
American. As noted above, one quarter of the Class found no 
qualified individual. 

The need for a great leader, however, has rarely been more 
urgent, as evidenced by the fact that "42 expects World War II] 
to commence in eight and one-half years. This median figure 
would place the beginning of the war in the summer of 1960 
when the average age of the Class will have just turned a non- 

“Ben Phillips, who else? 
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draftable 40, and our sons will be too young to be in, at least 
at the beginning. Eleven percent expect war within two years and 
another 23% expect it within five years. Republicans feel on the 
average that war will come in eight vears, while the Democrats 
of °42, perhaps a little more confident of our present administra- 
tion, expect war in ten years. 


Certainly some of the fear of another war in eight and one-half 
-years can be explained by the fact that not quite half the Class 
(49%) feel that the United Nations has been a success so far. 
Forty-six percent feel that it has not been a success, and 5% 
venture no conclusions, when asked, “In your opinion, has the 
U. N. been a success so far?” Granted that the interpretations of 
such a question may be many, and granted the difficulty of answer- 
ing such a question by a simple “yes” or “no,” the fact still 
remains that less than half of the Class are favorably impressed 
by the success to date of our principal deterrent to aggression, 


the U. N. 


To paint a dark picture darker, four out of five classmates 
think that the atom (or hydrogen) bomb will be used in war in 
our lifetimes. A few ge ee 
quibbled that the question a 
did not necessarily exclude 
previous uses (“Where were 
you when Hiroshima blew 
its top?’’) but most read the 
question to apply to the fu- 
ture. The fifth man, who be- 
lieves the bomb will not be 
used, looks hopefully to the 
past, thinking, “‘Well, gas 
was not used in World War 
IT...” He has a point, and 
maybe we could all be a 
little happier in the course 
of the next eight years if we > 
could adopt this more op- 


timistic attitude. f ee 
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“I GAINED ONLY FIVE POUNDS, HONEST!” 
OR 
IT’S THE SHIFT IN POSITION THAT COUNTS 


When we asked how much weight the average *42’er has put 
on since 1942, by far the most significant finding lies in the fact 
that those who say they have added less than ten pounds do not 





follow their answer with some admonition that if we don’t believe 
them we can ask their wives, check their scales or get the facts 
attested to by a notary public. Their inclination toward disbelief 
perhaps stems from the fact that they don’t believe it themselves 
or perhaps from the fact that the average classmate is now eleven 
pounds heavier than he was at the time of graduation. 

Eight percent of the Class say they have actually lost weight 
(and Brother, are these boys smug about it!); 26% have stayed 
about the same, give or take two or three pounds; 28% have 
added from five to fifteen pounds; and 38% have added more 
than 15 pounds, 4% of whom have added 35 pounds or more. 
This means that amongst us all we have accumulated almost four 
tons of extra weight. No doubt most of this is bone and muscle, 
but at the current price of Crisco, it means that the Class of ’42 
has eaten itself to the outside of some $2,531 worth. 

Some other facts: (1) Married men have not added weight any 
faster than single men, signifying, we presume, that good home 
cooking is counter-balanced by chores about the house. (2) AB’s 
and BS’s have both added weight at about the same ratio. (3) The 
median figure of weight put on is only eight pounds for those 
who won one or more varsity letters, while it is twelve pounds 
for those who won no letters in college. 

Speaking of athletes, 25% of the Class say they won one or 
more varsity letters: 13% won one, 7% won two and 5% won 
three or more. Except for not putting on as much weight, athletes 
seem to be much like people and maybe even more so. In the top 
third of the Class, scholastically, we find 49% of the athletes and 
only 46% of the non-athletes; in the middle third, 37% of the 
athletes and 34% of the non-athletes; in the bottom third, 14% 
of the athletes and 20% of the non-athletes. 

If you are confused by the above figures, let us hasten to point 
out that the Class of ’42 was an unusually bright group of young 
men. This is proven beyond any doubt by the fact that 48% of 
the Class report that they were in the top third scholastically, 
35% were in the middle third, and a mere 17% were in the 
bottom third. We are absolutely sure that this is some kind of 
a record! No other Princeton Class has yet published anything 
to compare with these figures! 
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Our time spent in the Armed Forces is behind us, we hope, and 
imost of us are doing our utmost to keep it there. Logically enough, 
we have roughly the same percentage of veterans now (87%) 
that we had at the time of the ballot at our Fifth Reunion (86% ). 
However, a rather interesting change is evidenced by the fact that 
17% of the veterans then were members of veteran’s organiza- 
tions, but now only one quarter of that figure (414%) are active 
members of any veterans’ organizations. 

We can read, too, and proved it by reading ten books apiece 
last year, at least two of which, we are sure, must have been writ- 
ten by our favorite °42 authors. Five of the ten books were non- 
fiction and most of these were probably read for professional 
purposes. Much of our read- 
ing, like our correspondence, 
we leave to our wives. A re- 
cent survey of the Class of 
1944 at Smith (and Smith was 
apparently our favorite huni- 
ing grounds for wives) reveals 
that the average Smith “44 
reads two newspapers regu- 
larly, averages three maga- 
zines and has read twenty-four 





books in the past yeat. 
Slightly less than 20% of the Class owned their own homes five 
years ago, but the home-owning figure has now increased to 55% 
of the Class. The median figure at which the home is valued by 
its owner is $21,000. Other ownership figures: 48° own a set 
of poker chips, 37% own a TV set, 36% own a dog, 19% own 
a cat and one man volunteers he has two turtles, but can’t tell 
whether they are males or females. Can anybody help him? 


Our favorite magazines show no deviation from our choice in 
Senior year, except for a change in order. In 1942 the favorites 
were Life, Time, New Yorker. In 1952 the favorites are Time 
(32%), Life (17%), and New Yorker (13%). The Princeton 
Alumni Weekly, which we did not read as undergraduates, re- 
ceives mention in 1952 for the first time and 86% of the Class 
profess to study the *42 Class Notes regularly.

THE UNHOLY THIRTEEN 


We couldn’t resist this title, “The Unholy Thirteen,” in view 
of the fact that exactly 13% of the Class of 1942 are still bache- 
lors. It is a little misleading, though, because this chapter is 
devoted to the remainder of the Class — the 87% who are married. 
Five years ago the figure was 64%. Our present 87% figure 
compares favorably to national statistics which show 81% of 
all American adult men to be married. In the age group of 30- 
39 for all male college grads the figures show 13% as bachelors. 
As our average age as of June *52 is only 31 years, 11 months, 
it is probable that we will exceed the average by several percent- 
age points. 

Our marriage figure exceeding the average for all college gradu- 
ates, it is logical that our parenthood figure should be larger also. 
While 79% of all married college grads have had at least one 
child, 82% of the married men in ’42 have had one or more 
children and a quarter of the remaining 18% report progress and 
anticipated birth by June *52. As of our Tenth Anniversary of 
graduation, then, 86% of our married classmates are parents and 
exactly three quarters of the total Class are parents. 

Expanding our percent- 
age figures to embrace the 
total Class enrollment, we 
find the total number of 
children of the Class to be 
1068 as of June, 1952. This 
averages to a figure of 1.9 
children per married Class- 
mate or 1.7 children per 
Classmate. This 1.7 figure 
at the end of 10 years is 
identical with the figure 
quoted by the Life publicized 
Princeton Class of 1932 at 
end of 15 years. It is con- 
siderably better than the 
Class of °37 which had 1.1 
children after 10 years. 








Forty-nine percent of the children are boys and 51% are (it 
follows) girls, which represents only a slight change from the 


48%-52% ratio we registered after five years. The details look 
like this:

Adding to the above total figures the number of children antici- 
pated by classmates’ pregnant wives (no twins, please, as the 
figures will then be wrong) we arrive at the previously quoted 
figures of 1.9 children per married classmate. 

To find out a little more about the classmates who were expect- 
ing, we decided to look at the number of children already in the 
family, and our hats are off to the 3% of those who are expecting 
another child and who already have four in the family.

The story about birds of a feather does not entirely fit the Class 
of °42 because only about half (53%) married college graduates. 
Though Vassar ranked as our favorite women’s college in our play-

boy days, Smith seems to have been our favorite habitat when 
we got around to wife-seeking. More “42 wives came from Smith 
than from any other three women’s colleges combined. In the 
Princeton Class of ’32, Smith added more wives than any other 
women’s college by almost a two to one ratio. Smith °44, inc1- 
dentally, returns the compliment by marrying more men from 
Princeton than from any other men’s college. 

This idea of half of *42’s wives being college graduates and 
half not, would be of only passing interest except that it seems to 
bear definite relationship to our reproductive record. Of those 
wives who are college graduates, for example, 22% have not 
had any children, while only 14% of the non-college wives are 
childless. But look for yourself:

To dramatize the difference even more, the number of children 
in those families where the wife is 1 college graduate averages 
1.57, and the number of children in those families where the wife 
is not a college graduate is 1.85. In both groups about one in 
five (19%) reports pregnancy and the total number of children 
as of June 1952 is 1.77 for the college graduate wives, and 2.04 
for the non-college graduate wives. 

The education of the wife not only seems to affect the total 
number of children of the Class, but also seems to have a bearing 
on the sex of the children.

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Those men who married college graduates have produced so 
far an average of .73 boys and .84 girls per man. We’re working 
harder for Smith than we are for Princeton. Those men who 
married non-college graduates have produced an average of .96 
boys and .88 girls per man. 

The explanation for all these differences may lie in the fact that 
those who married non-college graduate wives married younger. 
Having had more time, they produced more children. Being 
younger, they produced more boys, which follows accepted medi- 
cal facts. Or perhaps college graduate wives have had other 
reasons or other interests which have resulted in producing fewer 
children. In any case, it is an interesting point upon-which to 
speculate. 

A distressingly low percentage of all wives stated that they 
wanted their sons to go to Princeton. Only 92% answered affirma- 
tively, indicating the pressing need for education and orientation 
among the remaining 8%. 

In the Fifth Yearbook, we wondered out loud how the wives of 
’42 felt about sending their daughters to Princeton on weekends. 
We have thought about that problem off and on again for five 
years and at last we have 
the answer, which came 
in response to the ques- 
tion, “How old will your 
daughter have to be be- 
fore your wife will let 
her come to Princeton 
houseparties?” Though 
we asked for the wife’s 
answer, the results look 
suspiciously masculine 
and based on experience. 

If we were to give you 
a verbatim playback of 
the answers, the Post 
Office would refuse to handle this book in the U. S. Mails, so you 
will have to be content with picking your own median age froin 
such innocuous answers as “Married,” “Twelve,” “Old Enough,” 
“Too old to be invited,” Seventy-five,” and “Ninety-three.” 
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Most members of the Class seem to prefer to run the financial 
end of the household themselves. It’s not that we don’t trust 
our wives — we just don’t trust their arithmetic. Eliminating those 
weak characters who compromise and split the blame for budget- 
breaking, we find:

From a religious viewpoint our wives have been only moder- 
ately successful in getting us to go to church, married men going 
only one more time per year than bachelors. The median figure 
for church attendance, excluding weddings, etc., is five and one- 
half times per year. Twenty-three percent didn’t go at all in the 
past year, 27% went 1-5 times, 34% went 6-39 times and 
16% went 40 times or more. Insofar as compulsory chapel at 
Princeton is concerned, 38% are against it for anyone, 7% are 
in favor of it for both undergraduates and faculty, and the average 
"42 says it should be compulsory for Freshman only. 


Community-wise, we talk a better life than we live. Eighty-one 
percent of us say that we feel a sense of obligation or duty to en- 
eage in community leadership in some way. We’ve made be- 
einnings, but we haven’t done as much as we might be doing. 
Sixty-two percent have donated blood, but we can’t tell from here 
whether the stimulus was civic duty or wartime necessity. Fifty- 
four percent report that they are active participants (more than 
contributors) of community projects (Red Cross, PTA, Com- 
munity Chest, etc.). Married men (56%) are more likely to 
participate than bachelors (42%). Four percent hold some politi- 
cal office, but apart from these only 1% have ever run for any 
political office. 
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Our big talk about a sense of duty to engage in community lead- 
ership seems a bit hollow when barely half the Class is active in 
any way in community projects. Take away those who are active 
only because of business advantage or professional expediency, 
and there is less than a third of the Class participating in com- 
munity activities. The reasoning behind the actions of those who 
are active can be summarized in four comments: 


“T like to gripe, but I can’t kick about the way the meatheads are 
handling things, if I don’t help mess stuff up too.” 


“Government by the people — doesn’t that mean me? No one 
will do it if those with education don’t.” 


“To mix quotations, “Apres Moi, letat.’. Why leave it all to the 
shepherds?” 


“Who is going to get more out of the community than me with 
my four children? I want to have a say in setting the standards 
for the community in which my kids are growing up.” 
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YOU NAME IT, WE’VE GOT ONE 


When a hand tab of the first hundred ballots revealed 96 differ- 
ent occupations, including such jobs as oceanographist, rim man, 
radiologist, and systems specialist, we decided to call in an occupa- 
tionologist and get some help in combining these individuals into 
meaningful categories. The results break down thusly:

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Altogether, 13% of the 
Class enjoy the privileges of 
self-employment, while 87% 
are working for another 
person or company. Among 
the 13% who are self-em- 
ployed, 12% want it that 
way and 1% would prefer 
not to be self-employed. 
Among the 87% who are 
not now self-employed, 34% 
are content with the situa- 
tion, but 53% think they 
would like to be self-em- 
ployed. Adding up, 46% 
of the Class are content with 
their present employment 
situation insofar as the as- 
pect of self-employment is 
concerned, and 54% want 
some changes made, mostly 
toward the goal of becom- 


ing self-employment. It will-be interesting to see how this pattern 
of thinking translates itself into action in the years to come. 

In any case, Mr. ’42 has about thirty-five years to make up his 
mind, because he doesn’t plan to retire until he reaches age 67. 


9% would like to retire before they are 60. 
18% have set their goal between 60 and 64. 
43% are willing to retire between 65 and 69. 

6% plan to stop between 70 and 79. 

8% have set a definite age at 80 or over. 
16% do not plan to stop work at any age. 


Exactly half of the Class are working in companies which have 
pension plans for which they are eligible. The absence of pension 
plans for the other half of the Class may partially explain the 
reluctance which some classmates feel about giving up their work. 


After six working years (most of the Class spent about three and 
one-half years in the Armed Services) one-third of the Class have 
worked exclusively for one Company and another third have 
changed jobs just once.

The average man in the Class doesn’t sleep at his job, 
but he doesn’t have to go very far to find his bed. The median 
figure shows he has to travel eight miles to get to work every day. 
Eleven percent live less than a mile from their jobs, 28% 
live 1-4 miles away, 29% live 5-14 miles away, 17% commute 
15-29 miles, and 15% measure 30 miles or better to and from 
work every day. Three percent of the Class commute a distance 
equivalent to that between Princeton and New York City every 
day, and for all we know that may be just where they are.

IT’S ONLY MONEY 


When the subject of obtaining accurate income figures comes up 
in connection with any polling technique, accusations and ques- 
tions fly high and wide: 1. “How do you get people to give you 
income statistics? There is no question that will give reliable 
income information.” 2. “The figures you do get are always tip 
of the tongue estimates at best.” 3. “Income figures on polls are 
always inflated and therefore meaningless.” 4. And as a clincher, 
“Your figures may be right for the people who answered, but 
what about the rest of the sample — the people who didn’t answer 
your questionnaire at all. They are probably an entirely different 
type of people who either are making millions or are making such 
a small amount they are ashamed to show how much.” Approach- 
ing these one at a time, let’s see how the Class of °42 Ten Year 
Poll stands up. 

1. “How do you get people to give you income statistics?” 
The objection is quite valid. There is no one question that will 
produce reliable income data, and that is the reason we devoted 
a full page to income information. We used a total of 18 questions 
to explain exactly the detailed information we wanted and to 
make certain that each member of the Class included the same 
type of information in reaching his totals. Even with 18 ques- 
tions however, it was still too difficult for a few of us. As one 
man said, “You try farming for a while and try to figure this 
sort of thing out.” Of all the questionnaires received, only 3% 
did not contain full information on the income page. 


2. “The figures you do get are always tip of the tongue esti- 
mates at best.” First of all, our income questions appeared on 
page four of our questionnaire. Nobody who had seen the abun- 
dance of scratch work on the back of page three would give cre- 
dence to the argument that our figures are based on spur-of-the- 
moment judgments. Secondly, the rest of the ballot took about 
twenty minutes to complete and quite a few men volunteered they 
spent more time on this income page than they did on the other 
three pages combined. 

3. “Income figures on polls are always inflated and therefore 
meaningless.” In the face-to-face personal interview, this is prob- 
ably true. Prestige also enters into the picture when a man is 
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questioned on a signed or keyed ballot. Our questionnaire was 
entirely by mail, was not keyed in any way and was not signed. 
(Remember, we asked for an honest questionnaire, rather than 
a signed one?) And if anybody says that the three cent stamp 
necessary to mail it back might eliminate the very broke Class- 
mates, we even licked that problem by enclosing a stamped ad- 
dressed return envelope. 


4. “Your figures may be right for the people who answered 
but what about the rest of the sample — the people who didn't 
answer your questionnaire at all? They are probably an entirely 
different type of people.” In the first place, the tremendous re- 
sponse of 74% leaves only a small proportion of the Class in 
question. Secondly, we do have a way to examine these people 
who preferred to withhold all information pertinent to income. 
As mentioned previously, 3% returned the questionnaires com- 
plete except for the income questions. Under the assumption that 
these men are similar to those who didn’t return any questionnaire 
at all because of a hesitation to reveal income figures, the problem 
as to whether the non-returning group is radically different from 
the returning group can be resolved by studying this group of 3%. 
These fifteen men involved were subject to intense scrutiny and 
exhaustive analytical comparison to the rest of the Class. On 
twenty-one questions examined in detail, sizable differences were 
noted on only three questions: Those who withheld income infor- 
mation: (1) Tended to read less fiction, (2) Received more help 
from their parents and had to rely less on scholarship help, stu- 
dent employment, student loans, and (3) as a result of hav- 
ing more free time, were slightly more active in exira- 
curricular activities while in college. On all the questions 
where they were compared, the percentage differences were within 
tolerable limits.* These other questions where similar results were 
found include: weight gained, veteran’s status, community partici- 
pation, non-fiction reading, political party preference, scholastic 
standing in class, athletic activity and letters won, church attend- 
ance, self-employment, marital status, number of children, home- 


*On a sample of 15 men, one man has a value of 6.7% and therefore his 
inclusion in one group and out of another can change the ratio by more 
than 13%. Any per cent differential larger than 13% was considered 
worth pointing out, despite the fact that probability tables would give 
even larger tolerances,

ownership, commuting, and type of degree. With all these simil- 
arities, it is improbable that this group represents a markedly dif- 
ferent type of individual than is found in the rest of the Class. 

The Classmate of 1942 has an annual earned income of $6,380. 
(This is a median figure: half earn more, half earn less.) All 
sorts of comparisons could be made showing that our figure is 
higher than °34 after ten years ($5,659), higher than 37 after 
ten years ($5,600), higher even than the median figure for all 
college graduates of any age (college grads 50 and over have 
highest median income of $6,244) as reported by Time in “They 
Went To College.” But the comparisons don’t really mean much, 
hecause they are all out of date. Even the Time book which was 
published in April ’52 uses figures obtained in °47 and 48. Un- 
fortunately, there are very few income statistics which have kept 
pace with the inflation of the last few years. Comparisons might 
make pretty sounds in the ear of ’42, but we all know they signify 
almost nothing. 

Total family income, including earned and unearned income 
of both husband and wife, hits a median of $8000, with 8% of 
the Class living on less than $4500, and 32% living on $10,500 
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or more, including 5% whe are scraping by on incomes in excess 
of $30,000. 

Of the total income, the husband is earning about 85%. Twenty- 
three percent of the Class are earning all of their income, while 
15% are earning less than half, the rest of the money coming 
principally from sources of unearned income. Four percent list 
some earned income for their wives. 


The total family net worth, after subtracting liabilities from 
assets reaches a median figure of $28,000. Eighteen percent place 
their total evaluation at a figure in excess of $100,000 and five 
men in the sample (1% of the Class) figure themselves to be 
worth more than $1,000,000. 

To protect this estate, Mr. °42 carries life insurance amount- 
ing to $24,000. Four per cent of the Class do not carry any, 28% 
carry $15,000 or less, another 28% carry $20,000 - $25,000, 
26% carry $30,000 - $35,000 and 14% carry $40,000 or more. 

Though the income figures do not mean much in comparison 
with previous classes we can get some very interesting figures by 
looking at some of the cross tabulations. In each case the income 
given is a median figure for the group. 

Within the Class, for example, non-veterans have a four year 
jump and are earning about $2000 more per year than veterans.

So goes the story of ’42 after ten years. 

After these ten years, and we will venture to suggest that the 
last ten have been as hectic and confused and upside down as any 
decade in history, we have not beaten the state of continued crisis 
about us, but we are learning to live with it. Not being yet ex- 
perienced enough or mature enough to do anything very con- 
structive about our world, we’ve at least been able to adapt our 
own lives to it. 

For our ability to do this better than most, we thank Princeton. 
For the hope and encouragement that our talents will help us 
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to make a contribution toward a better world, we thank Princeton. 
For the pleasures and advantages, both tangible and intangible, 
gained from association with our professors, our classmates, and 
our fellow alumni, we thank Princeton. 

Ex-Class-President Bud Vivian stated in his Ivy Oration in 
June, 1942, a thought that is even more true today than it was 
when he said it: “Princeton has gone a long way toward making 
men out of Forty-two’s former dink-heads.”

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CONSTITUTION 
OF THE PRINCETON UNIVERSITY 
CLASS OF 1942 


ArTIcLE [| 


The name of this organization shall be “Princeton University Class of 1942” 
hereinafter referred to as the class. 


ARTICLE IT 


Membership shall consist of (1) all men who are listed officially by Princeton 
University as being in the class of 1942, and (2) honorary members, whose nomination 
has been made by any member of the class or by the Executive Committee, and 
whose election has been effected by a majority vote of the class, either by ballot 
or annual meeting. 


ArticLe IIT 


The officers of the class shall consist of a president, a vice-president, a secretary, 
and a treasurer. 


1. Three candidates for the office of president shall be nominated by the class 
and two shall be nominated by the executive committee, the three nominations by 
the class being by ballot submitted sufficiently in advance of the election period 
herein prescribed. Two candidates for the office of Secretary shall be nominated 
by the class and one shall be nominated by the executive committee. Two candidates 
for the office of Treasurer shall be nominated by the class and one shall be nomi- 
nated by the executive committee. 


2. The President shall be the presidential nominee receiving the highest num- 
ber of votes and the Vice-President shall be the presidential nominee receiving the 
next highest number of votes, election being effected by ballot submitted sufficiently 
in advance of the election date herein prescribed. The Secretary and the Treasurer 
shall be respectively the nominees receiving the highest number of votes for that 
office. The officers shall hold office commencing Sunday of reunion week of the 
year of election for a term of five years or until their successors are appointed. 
No incumbent (with the exception of the Secretary) may succeed himself in office 
directly, but may be elected to any other office. Ballots shall be counted by such 
members of the Executive Committee, not candidates, as shall be appointed for that 
purpose together with any other members, not candidates, so appointed. In any 
election year nominations will officially be closed on the fifteenth day of February 
and Election day will be the first day of June. Announcement of the names of the 
newly elected officers will be made during the reunion weekend of the election year, 
at the discretion of the incumbent president. 


3. The duties and powers of the officers shall be as follows; namely: 


a. In general as to all officers: 
(1) To be a member of the Executive Committee. 
(2) To represent the class on appropriate occasions. 
(3) To perform all the duties attendant on each such oflice respectively 
whether or not specifically set forth in this constitution. 


b. President: 
(1) To preside at all class meetings and all meetings of the Executive 
Committee. 
(2) To give such authorizations and approvals and make determinations 
as are hereinafter in this constitution provided. 


c. Vice-President: 
(1) To act in the place of the president in his absence or incapacity. 
(2) To perform such other duties as may be delegated to him by the 

president. 


d. Secretary: 

(1) To keep or supervise all records of the class, including the supervision 
of records kept by any other person given duties by this constitution. 

(2) To provide regular class notes for the Princeton “Alumni Weekly” and 
send out such newsletters or other class communications as may be 
appropriate, including mailing of ballots. 

(3) To keep the minutes of all meetings of the class and of the Executive 
Committee. 

(4) To represent the class at all meetings of the Graduate Council. 


e. Treasurer: 
(1) To be responsible for all general class assets. 
(2) To raise necessary class funds by dues (which must be optional) 
or by other means. 
(3) To sign all checks on the class bank account and pay all bills of the class. 


(4) To render detailed financial reports to the Executive Committee as 
required by such committee. 


(5) To open a class bank account in any bank upon the written authori- 
zation of any two officers of the class. 

(6) To deposit with or without interest and to invest and reinvest the 
assets of the class in any investment or reinvestment which shall be 
first approved at any meeting of the Executive Committee. 


4. Anything hereinbefore or hereinafter contained to the contrary notwith- 
standing, the authorization or approval or determination of any class officer shall 
not be required when such officer is without the United States at the time such 
authorization, approval, or determination would otherwise be reported under this 
constitution. 


ArtTIcLE IV 


1. The Executive Committee shall consist of the following: Class Officers, 
Class Agent, Memorial Insurance Chairman, Reunion Chairman, Memorial Repre- 
sentatives, and four other members of the class, who shall be appointed by the 
Class officers for a term of four years, one being appointed each year (except for 
the first year in which this constitution is operative when four shall he appointed— 
to serve terms of one, two, three, and four years respectively) . 


2. The Executive Committee shall have general supervision over the conduct 
and business of the class and shall by majority vote of a quorum appoint, to serve 
as it shall determine and to perform the following duties, the following class repre- 
sentatives with such assistance as the Executive Committee shall determine, namely: 


a. Class officers when any office shall for any cause be vacant, to serve for the 
balance of the term of any ex-officer or until a general election for such 


office shall be held. 


b. Not less than 11 members, geographically representative of the class, who 
shall be appointed every seven years and who shall act in general in an 
advisory capacity to the Executive Committee and shall afford general assist- 
ance in all class concerns, members thereof being empowered to attend in 
such capacity any Executive Committee meeting. 

c. Class Agent, to be appointed every five years, who shall have charge of rais- 
ing of funds through annual giving and who shall serve as liaison between 
the class and the Princeton University Fund (except on those matters which 
are the responsibility of the Memorial Insurance Chairman or the Memorial 
Representative) . 

d. Memorial Insurance Chairman, to serve until maturity of the class memorial 
insurance policies, who shall have charge of the class memorial insurance 
records, the payment of premiums, for such insurance and the determination 
by the class of the disposition of the proceeds of such insurance. 


e. Reunion Chairman, to be appointed annually, who shall have general charge 
of all class reunions, raising of necessary funds therefor, and banking and 
disbursing of such funds. 
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f. Memorial Representative, who shall be appointed for a term of five years, 
who shall have charge of all class memorials and raising of necessary funds 
therefor (with the exception of class memorial insurance), of the disbursing 
of such funds but only with the approval of a majority vote of a quorum of 
the Executive Committee, of the laying of the class wreath at the appropriate 
ceremonies at Princeton University, and of the preparation in conjunction 
with the class Secretary of individual memorials for publication in the 
Princeton “Alumni Weekly.” 


g. Such other agents or committees as it shall deem appropriate. 


3. The Executive Committee shall hold such meetings as the class officers shall 
authorize but not less than two annually, and five shall be a quorum at any such 
meeting. 

ARTICLE V — Crass MEETINGS 


1. The Class, when consonant with the policy of Princeton University, shall hold 
annual meetings during commencement week at Princeton University, at such place 
as the president and reunion chairman shall determine. 


2. The members present at such annual meetings shall constitute a quorum. 


ARTICLE VI — ApopTioNn AND AMENDMENT 


1. This constitution shall be adopted by ballot by a three-fifths vote of those 
voting and may be amended by a two-thirds vote of the members present at any 
annual meeting. 


2. Amendments may be proposed at any annual meeting by any member of 
the class. 
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
